Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because it includes a number of grammatical 
informalities such as "[t]he present invention has been accomplished under the 
circumstances in view" (page 1, lines 18-19); and "which is folding collapsible" (page 1, 
line 20). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 1, 
lines 22 and 24, either "handlebar" or "handle bar" should be used consistently; in claim 
1, lines 32-33, "and received to..." is informal; in claim 2, line 6, the apostrophe after 
"position" should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 1 2 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, lines 4, 5, and 1 1, the object referred to 
by the term "thereof is not clearly set forth, making the structural recitation unclear 
(e.g., at claim 1 , line 4, "thereof can be interpreted as referring to either the mounting 
plates or the frame bar). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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5. Claims 2-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Williams et al (US 2,782,048), Raniero (US 4,128,252), DeMars 
et al. (US 5,803,471), Mroczka et al. (US 5,806,878), Tsai (US 6,439,596 and
